Four years of high has been looked upon in 
many ways: as a lot of hard work, a lot of fun, 
the final step In formal education, or the 
means to a higher education. Whatever an in- 
dividual feels about high school, agreement is 
widespread that four years have taught us 
something. As report cards show, some have 
learned practical skills, or knowledge that will 
be immediately applicable in postgraduate 
life. Others have acquired knowledge that 
provides a foundation for further education. 
The past four years, then, have been spent in 
preparation for something — preparation for 
adult life. 

It is during high school that an individual 
acquires most of the outward signs of 
adulthood. Finding a job, driving, or perhaps 
owning a car, are some of the privileges high 
school students enjoy; however, there is more 
than a diploma between a responsible student 
and a responsible adult. 

Adulthood usually connotes an ordered ex- 
istence, because a mature person has goals in 
mind, and is striving toward them.

It is 
as though each person learns of himself by 
objectively recording his own reactions to life.

With the many opportunities open to in- 
dividuals today we will carry many respon- 
sibilities and new freedoms. Question 1 — 
what have we learned in the past 12 years that 
will enable us to cope? 

From our earliest years at home when our 
education began, through years of school ex- 
perimentation on us of the new math, to the 
being the last of an era — to attend the one 
room school house, have all brought up many 
new questions. 

All of these things bring up another ques- 
tion — Did we learn or were we taught? I can 
remember when memorization was the big 
thing and multiplication tables were assigned. 
But if anyone asked us why 3x4 = 12, we 
would not have had that answer. Too many of 
us found that we relied on what we thought the 
teacher wanted to hear — we would be let off 
the hook, no questions asked. No questions 
asked — that is the difference between being 
taught and learning. As we progressed we 
asked more challenging questions — Must 
there be war? What do I think of the New 
Morality? What am I going to do with the rest 
of my life? 

Standards have drastically changed in the 
past years and the question — What is right 
and wrong? is very important and only we can 
decide. Many things we have just taken for 
granted in our lives, like taxes, assassinations, 
death tolls, and pollution. I have taken this 
quote from our yearbook. "To be or not to be 
that is the question that lets us be? For those 
who don't ask there is apathy, the height of 
non-being. Of the infinite number of questions 
there are two kinds — answerable and un- 
answerable. The answerable are easily dealt 
with but the unanswerable are the true lessons 
of living." Our class will not be predicted as 
the glorious class of 73, we too will have our 
casualties, but I ask all of you present to pray 
that we graduates will go on asking — and 
someday we will find the answers to these 
questions.
